Condition of Crops and Lira Stock Jnly 
I, ISM—Kutcra Keatueky Ahead 
ra Can. 


For the July report replies were re-' 
ceived from 148 correspondents, repre- 
Minting i*5 oountiee. 

Wheat.—Development of the wheat 
crop during the month of June show* 
the following reaulta in the great wheat 
growing Htateaof the Mississippi Valley ; 
In Ohio and Michigan the crop is fair, 
Loth in yield and quality. In Illinois,. 
Missouri and Kansas the crop has suf¬ 
fered greatly during June from rust and 
chinch bug, and the quality will be poor, 1 
owing to damage from these aourcea. 
The quality is greatly impaired by the 
presence of an unusually large number 
of smut heads. Where threshing has 
l»egun the yield is very disappointing. 
In Iowa, Wisconsin and Nebraska win¬ 
ter wheat varies from very fine in some 
section* to poor in others. In these 
Stales spring wheat is threatened with 
rust, owing to the extremely rank growth 
of the plant. 

In Kentucky the exceptionally fine 
showing of June I ha* not lieeii main¬ 
tained mid the crop is fully front one- 
fourth to oue-third short of what was 
anticipated. The most frequently men¬ 
tioned cause of damage is rust, which 
seems to have been general. The crop 
ripened prematurely and the tilling is 
very imperfect, rarely more than two 
grains to the mesh being found. The 
I berry is lacking in plumpne**, which, 
together with the presence of consider¬ 
able smut, will materially interfere with 
quality. 

In the western section of the State the 
crop has been damaged by rain since 
harvest The estimated average yield 
l*er acre for the State is l.'t bushels. In 
It'.i7 the estimate yield .Inly I was 12 
bushels and •>$ bushels for a correspond 
ing date of IW. 

For the western section the yield is i:t 
bushels; for the central and eastern it is 
Id and II bushel* respectively. 

Ooru.—Favorable weather conditions 
have prevailed during June mid the 
corn crop i* now in excellent condition. 
The average for the State i* an im¬ 
provement of four point, during the 
mouth. On July I, 1*1*7, the condition 
was *7. 

In the western section a few counties, 
im hiding I'nioii, Webster, Caldwell and 
Trigg, report the crop suffering for want 
of cultivation, which has Iveti interfer 
cd with by excessive rainfall. In the 
central section the drouth ha* been re¬ 
lieved in those counties along the north¬ 
ern bonier and the crop is fast regaining 
lost ground from this source. 

faking tin* State by sections the con- 
ditons are; For the Western, '.*"; Ceu- 
tr:*I, t••;, and Eastern, I""; each ix-ing an 
improvement during June. 

Oats The condition of the oat crop 
is 85 for the Stale ns against t'l on June 
I. *>n July I, lv*7, tin- condition was 
SO. The crop has improved in the ecu 
tral and about held its own in the east 
cm section, hut in the western section it 
1 lias fallen oil from !*«• on Juno I to 71 on 
'July 1. 

Tobacco. The acreage of tobacco 
compared with I*'.'? is l_':j per cent., or 
1 2117,0:18 acr<-s for the State. The eastern 
1 section reports the greatest increase, 
'viz :•'((> per cent. In the western *«■<'. 
tion the acreage is increased 2.'! percent., 
while in the central section the increase 
is but 8 per cent. The condition of the 
crop shows an average of '.'2 for the en¬ 
tire State. July I. I8*.'7, the condition 
was *18, and on same date of 1 *'.*»! the 
J condition was t'2. 

In the western section the crop is, to 
some extent, foul. Grasshoppers and 
worms are reported preying on the 
plants and the utmost vigilence will he 
required to maiutain present condition 
ol !*3. 

In the central section the crop is very 
spotted and tile stand is poor. I lie lir-t 
•etting is growing nicely, but the re 
plant seem* to la* getting a poor start, 
which give* tin- crop a ragged appear 
mice. Mere the condition compared 
with an average is *1. 

In those counties of the eastern sec 
lion where a crop i« grown the condition 
api»ear» excellent w ith a greatly increas¬ 
ed acreage. 

Meadow s ami Pastures The neroigc 
of clover meadows cut a* compared with 
|8!*7 is !*7. The yield, both as to quan¬ 
tity and quality is good. Of timothy 
raeadow* the acreage as compared with 
181*7 is Ml. Tin* yield is light and the 
quality of much of it is poor, owing to 
the presence «f weed*. Pastures are 
most excellent, the condition being 

Live stock is in satisfactory condition. 
The demand for stock ewes ha* greatly 
1 increased, and farmers are turning their 
attention largely to sheep breeding.
